JAQUES CARTAUX 


French Skating Champion. 


A Parisian, Jacques Cartaux, at the 
age of 32, has successfully pursued 
three different forms of entertainment. 
His stage career started as an adagio 
artist in Paris theatres, and ultimately 
led him to the Alhambra Theatre,Lon- 
don. While appearing in this act he 
studied ballet under the famous Rus- 
sian teacher, Boris Kniasef, and later 
appeared at the Opera House, Paris. 

For the past ten years he has con- 
centrated on ice shows, and appeared 
in the Tom Arnold production ‘Ice 
Revue” and also “‘ The White Fairy ” 
before joining ‘‘Ice Follie.’’

Miss Howe first learnt skating as a 
child in 1989, this was in London. 
Shortly after her enthusiastic attempts 
at the art, war broke out and the con- 
stant bombing closed the rinks all 
through London. This to a future artist 
was in a sense a tragedy, for it was 
not until 1946 that Miss Howe was 
able to take up skating again.

Her, masterly 
knowledge of ice skating soon secured 
her the position of ballet mistress, her 
knowledge being used to great extent 
in ‘‘Ice Follie,’”’ and now, with more 
experience added to her born enthu- 
siasm for ice choreography, she excels 
her previous talents in ‘* Hot Ice.”

Netta Dunsmore first started her 
skating career in her early ’teens, 
hailing from the land of some of the 
ereatest skating stars the world has 
ever known, Scotland. 

Netta first started her professional 
skating career in Jack Hylton’s ‘*‘ Par- 
ade sur Glace.’”? From there she trav- 
elled to Switzerland and joined Ar- 
mand Perren’s Company which is well 
known throughout the world as ‘Ice 
Follie.’”’ 

Netta has a graceful movement in 
her dancing routines and excels most- 
ly in ice dancing. Besides her ice 
skating Miss Dunsmore is an ardent 
swimmer and finds the sunshine of 
the Southern Hemisphere unbeatable.
